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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


‘Citizens of Mont Vernon: | 

Ata meeting of the districts on the Ll th. of March, 1890, 
Mrs. Ann A. Campbell was re-elected a member of the Board 
for three years. March 29 the Board organized with C. J. Smith 
as President, Mrs. A. A. ate ha Treasurer, and Wm. H. 
Kendall, Secretary. 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


Miss A. C. Ellison, who taught here two terms with marked 
success, was employed for the Spring term. She continued her 
work most faithfully and much to the approval of the Board and © 
the parents. Her services were sought for the Fall term, but 
greatly to our regret, she felt it to be her duty to accept a more 
lucrative school in Massachusetts. Miss E. A. Osgood from 
Waterbury, Conn., was engaged for the Fall term. She suc- 
ceeded in enlisting the interest and good-will of the pupils, and 
her conduct of the school was so acceptable that she was re- 
tained for the Winter term, which she taught six weeks when 
she was called away by the critical illness of a near relative, and 
suddenly closed her school. Her attention was so occupied dur- 
ing these later weeks by anxieties relative to her distant home, 
and the immediate prospect of obtaining a more profitable school 
which she has since secured, as to manifestly lessen her interest 
in her work here. 


SOUTH SCHOOL. 


Miss Fannie L. Carlton, a resident of the district, taught here 
through the school year. Miss Carlton is a teacher of five years’ 
experience, is endowed with a teaching faculty improved by cul- 
ture and observation. She is studious and progressive, enlarg- 
ing her attainments with each successive year. She conducted 
the school through the entire year to the satisfaction of all inter- 
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ested. The pupils under her skilful instruction and quiet, effec- 
tive discipline, made good proficiency, and the district will do 
well not to look elsewhere for a profitable teacher so long as her 
services are available. | 


EAST SCHOOL. 
Miss M. R. Dow of Somerville, Mass., a Normal School 


graduate, taught this school the three terms constituting the 
school year. She was without previous experience in country 
schools but being of a very mild disposition and winsome man- 
ner, she succeeded in maintaining the most friendly relations with 
her school. The order was good. At the close of the year the 
judgment of the members of the Board was that advance had 
been made, particularly in writing and reading, yet more force 
and energy, and less passiveness on the teacher’s part, would have: 
conduced to more progress. 


3 WESaoC HOOT,. 
Miss Myrtelle Wallace, of this town, taught through the year, 


making five terms she has taught this school of five scholars.. 
This year Miss Wallace has done the same faithful work as be- 
fore, though it must be patent to all that the fewness of numbers: 
here 1s most disheartening to an ambitious and progressive 
teacher. 

The possibility of consolidating the Centre and West schools: 
seems to be a subject worthy of investigation. The home of 
only one pupil in the West is in the remote part of the district 
and an attendance at the Johnson Corner school in Lyndeborough 
would subject him to no further travel than now. The remain- 
ing pupils live on or near the turnpike road. Pay the tuition of 
the former and the cost of transporting the latter to the village 
and would not the $127.00 (the cost of the West School in 1890 
_aside from repairs,) be more judiciously expended than now? 

In conformity to the law of 1889 the Board has provided text- 
books and school supplies which have been duly registered and 
loaned to the pupils. The law works well and relieves the: 
parents of a considerable burden.
